bind. 

Hayes said as the increase 
was being approved that it 
would be looked at again on

mal fuel adjustment for these 
kilowatts totaled over $11,000 
during the last twelve months, 
according to Hayes. This, plus 
other expenses increasing, has 
caused the severe shortage of 
cash. 

With the added 2-1/2 mills 
that netted about $8,000 to the 
board, the profit for the month 
totaled $5,822.19. This in- 
cluded a figure of over $1,000 
used by the city that.will be 
billed for the bonds holders, 
but will not be collected. Also 
some bills will not be paid and 
these will have to be deducted 
also. The balance will be used 
to pay off money borrowed in

A total of $371.17 inSeptem- 


ber bills was reported to the 
Board as not having been col- 
lected. Also $352.22 of in- 
come is apparently lost and the 
meters. have been pulled and 
$454.43 is classified inactive

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Highway Department To Lay Off 17 Employees 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session 
on Monday, October 10, at the 
Courthouse in Enterprise, and 
heard County Engineer Les- 
lie Mullins announee plans for 
an upeoming layoff in the High- 
way Department. 

“The new budget will no 
doubt consist of cutbacks in all 
departments,’’ 
‘‘and I have no alternative but 
to reduce my payroll be re- 
ducing the work force in the 
Highway Department. There is 
no way we can continue to em- 
ploy as many people as we do 
now. We must have a lay-off.’’ 

Mullins stated that the 
Highway Department now con- 
sists of 47 employees, and that 
the lay-off will lower the work 
force to 30. That means 17 
employees will be laid off. 

“IT will operate within my 
budget,’’ pledged Mullins. 

Engineer Mullins asked the 
members of the Budget 
Committee to consider the ef- 
fect of the $2.65 per hour-min- 
imum wage beginning Janu-- 
ary 1, and frequested they re- 
member it when they began pre- 
paring the budget. . 

“The lay-off will also ef- 
fect the current policy of lay- 
ing pipe,’’ said Mullins. ‘‘I 
will disband the pipe crew. and 
that means that although we 
will still deliver pipe when 
it is requested, we will not 
lay it until we have crews 
working in the area.’’

Handicapped To 


Get Help In 


Job Search 


Counselors working in local 
offices of the State Employment 
Service have recently com- 
pleted training which will 
enable them to more effectively 
assist the severely handicapped 
in finding jobs. 

“Jobs don’t come easy for 
the severely disabled, even 
when the economy is booming,’’ 
points out-James M. Carter, 
acting director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Re- 
lations. ‘‘But when unemploy- 
ment is abnormally high - as it 
has been for nearly three 
years - handicapped persons en- 
counter great difficulty in ob- 
taining well-paying jobs.’’ 

Most of the blind and other 
handicapped persons in the 
labor force have acquired vo- 
cational skills through public 
rehabilitation programs. ‘‘Th- 
erefore, we feel that our efforts 
should be «directed primarily 
toward employers,’’ Carter con- 
tinued. Each State Employment 
Service office located ina large 
Alabama city will have at least 
one counselor who has re- 
ceived special training in job 
development for the handi- 
capped. 

Given jobs which are well 
matched with their abilities, 
handicapped persons make ex- 
cellent employees, Carter ob- 
served. Because of their high 
degree of motivation and deter- 
mination to suceeed, their job 
performance may actually be 
better than that of non-handi- 
capped employees, he added. 

Title V of the 1973 Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Act pro- 
hibits discrimination against 
qualified handicapped indivi- 
duats in federally-assisted pro- 
grams. Under new regulations 
issued by the U. S. Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, employers having federal 
contracts amounting to $2,500 
or more are required to re- 
cruit- and hire qualified handi- 
capped invidiualts.

praisal. All of us are being 
sued as a group, and we have 
20 days to reply.”’ 
‘ The State of Alabama set 
tax appraisal rates across the 
state as: Class 1-30% (corpo- 
rations), Class Il-25% (busi- 
ness), and Class III-15% (re- 
sidential and agricultural pro- 
perty). Counties then apply 
a 4 mill tax to these rates 
which are allocated to the Edu- 
cation Fund, — 

The 17 counties being sued 
lowered the tax rate of Class 
Il property, thus decreasing 
the amount of money going to 
the Education Fund. The suit 
states that all counties should 
have to pay an equal percent 
of tax revenue-to education. 

‘‘We must answer the court 
within 20 days, and | don’t 
think I should have to hire 
a lawyer to represent me in 
this matter,’’ said Donaldson. 

After studying the matter, 
County Attorney Braxton Rowe 
stated, ‘‘In my opinion, the 
commission has an obligation to 
cover legal fees incurred in 
the suit.”’ 

The commission instructed 
Mr. Rowe to act in the suit 
as legal counsel for the Tax 
Assessor and Tax Collector. 

State Representative Jimmy 
Holley and County Pensions and 
Security Director Ron Smith 
met with the commission and 
discussed the Food Stamp Pro- 
ram. 

“7, too, have reseryations 
about -some recepients of Food 
Stamps,’’ said Rep. Holley, ‘‘but 
overall, the program does reach 
many needy people. I ask the 
County Commission to continue- 
the Food Stamp Program in Cof- 
fee County until the State Leg- 
islature meets in January. The 
legistature could act to fund 
the program during the next 
session, and I feel by waiting 
you will have a better idea of 
the program’s future.’ 

“1 concur- with Rep. 
Holley,’’ said Mr. Smith, ‘‘We 
do appreciate the county’s as- 
sistance in operating the pro- 
gram. I think the program 
is a good investment, and ! 
will do whatever you recom- 
mend to help the program be- 
come better accepted.’’ 

Mr. Smith presented the 
commission with a detailed 
break-down of expenses in- 
curred by the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram in- Coffee County. The 
report showed that for a total 
cost of $67,855.56 to the coun~- 
ty since 1974, the program has 
brought into the county 
$2,255,968.50 in Bonus- Cou-- 
pons. This $2,255,968.50 re- 
presents a tremendous- boost 
to the economy of Coffee Coun- 
ty. 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well said, ‘‘If we continue-to 
help pay the expense, we should 
have some say so in the pro- 
gram.’ 

Mr. Smith agreed, and again 
pledged his co-operation: 

Before leaving, Rep. Holley 
praised the County Commission 
for the continued road work 

“Mr, Mullins is doing a 
fine job,’’ stated Holley, ‘‘and 
I hope the road work will con- 
tinue:’ 

Probate Judge Sawyer in- 
formed the board he-had re- 
ceived a letter from a Federal 
Agency requesting a report on 
the acessability of voting places 
to the handicapped.

Funds to be used to construct 
Sanitary Sewer Facilities for 
New Brockton. 

County Engineer Mullins 
advised the board to initiate 
a priority system for working 
roads in the county. 

“You need to pick out the 
roads that will be graded over 
the next 3 to 5 year period,” 
said Mullins, ‘‘and let the pub- 
lic know what roads will be 
worked and when they will be 
done. You need a priority sys- 
tem so everyone will know when 
their roads will be worked,”’ 

The commission agreed to 
examine the recently completed 
traffic survey, and promised to 
establish a priority system 
when the budget was finalized. 

Mr. Ray Gene Burkett was 
the commission’s final visitor, 
and he told the commission 
about the Vivian B. Adams 
School in Ozark. 

‘‘We opened in 1971 to ser- 
ve the mentally retarded and 
multiple handicapped, said Mr. 
Burkett, ‘‘and at that time we 
had 72 students. We have 215 
students now from seven coun- 


ties, including 22 studentsfrom ©

ROWING IN CIRCLES 

Just before summer ended, 
my family took a trip to a 
nearby lake one Sunday after- 


noon, It had been years since 
I had been there and the addi- 
tion of a boat dock, picnic 
tables and a swimming pool 
really made the lake worth 
seeing. 

The boatdock contained sev- 
eral types of boats including 
caoes, flat-bottomed boats and 
a new paddle boat. 

My oldest son, David, and 
a friend rented a flat boat to 
vo some fishing. They were 
soon rowing out in:the lake 
and before long they found a 
spot to drop their fishing lines. 

Joyce, Michael and I de- 
cided to just row around the 
lake in one of the flat-bottoms.

I tried to get back to the 
dock and in doing so I rowed 
through some hanging bran- 
ches. Eventually though I 
circled long enough to get back 
to the dock, but not before 
bumping into part of the swim- 
ming pool! 


As if this were not enough, 
1 couldn’t get that boat to coop- 
erate when I finally got close 
enough to tie up.

A Coffee County farmer told 
me recently that the only thing 
wrong with the Auburn Soil 
Testing Lab was that it took 
too long to get results back. 
I agree that it would be much 
better to get them back in a 
week rather than two weeks. 
However, I think in October, 
November and December it ony 
takes about 10 days to get the 
report. 

I don’t want to disagree with 
my good farmer friend, 
folks who send samples in on a 
crash basis, that is where they 
have to hear from them within 
a few days, are making a mis- 
take. The laboratory is there 
year around and the land is there 
year around. So why waita few 
weeks before planting time to 
get this important job done. 

Coffee County farmers could 
make a million or two extra 
next year on their crops by get- 
ting soil test samples in to 
the lab by November 1. All 
of the supplies that you will 
need are available at the var- 
ious agribusiness dealers in 
the county and at our-office in 
New Brockton.

Several people have asked 
me recently about planting fruit 
and nut trees. The best times 
to plant these trees are Decem- 
ber and January. Be sure to 
buy-from reliable people.

They can get the 
plants to you fresh and in ex- 
cellent condition. Shipped in 
plants are OK if they have been 
properly harvested and pro- 
tected during shipping.

WANT TO FROST FRUITS?’ 
Frosted fruits make a very 
pretty garnish for most an 
tray of food. Grapes are pa 
ticularly nice for the fal 
months and holiday entertain- 
ing. To frost two pounds of 
grapes, first snip grapes into 
small clusters, wash thoroughly 
and allow to dry. Lightly mix 
one egg white with 2 tablespoons 
of water. Dip each cluster of 
grapes into egg white mixture 
being sure to cover all sur- 
faces. Let excess mixture 
drain into bowl. Put grapes on 
waxed paper until all clusters 
have been dipped. The surface 
will be tacky to touch. Take 
each cluster of grapes and coat 
with granulated sugar. Always 
shake excess sugar from 
grapes. Place on wax paper to 
dry. One cup-of sugar will 
usually frost two pounds of 
grapes. (The same method may 
be used to frost small fruits.) 


BRINGING HOUSEPLANTS 
INDOORS 

Crisp, cool mornings and 
evenings announee the coming 
of fall. The cooler weather 
also is a signal that it’s time 
to start getting your- house 
plants ready to come indoors 
for the winter. 

You will need to get your- 
plants acclimated to ean 
ges in light, tempera and 
humidity they will undergo when 
they’re brought inside or they 
might not survive the move. 
You should start about- two 
weeks ahead of time, if you 


can. 

First, reduce fertilization. 
Either completely stop fertil- 
izing or use only about a third 
the normal rate to reduce the 
growth rate of plants. Also 
increase the length of time be- 
tween waterings. Plants will 
normally need less water once 
inside. 

Check carefully for insects 
and diseases and apply insect- 
icide or fungicide if needed. 
It’s also a goo’ idea to spray 
or rinse plants thoroughly with 
water just before moving them 
indoors. This will help remove 
any fungi spores and insects 
that could possibly infest your 
home if brought inside on 
plants. 

After you bring plants in- 
doors, put-them in a sunny,but 
cool place for a couple of weeks. 
Then move’ them to the place 
you plan to keep them during 
the winter. 

When is the time to move 
plants to their winter homes? 
I’d duggest moving them _in- 
doors when night termperatures 
reach about 45 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Below-45 degree temp- 
eratures can damage some deli- 
cate plant leaves. : 

And once you get yourplants 
used to indoor living, don’t 
move them back outside until _ 


spring.

Then 
if there’s ever a problem, you’H 
have all this information on 
hand before calling a repair- 
man or dealer.

HEALTH TIPS FROM AMA 


Is your child having trou- 
ble keeping up his or her grades 
in school? 

The Americait Medical As- 
sociation points out that there 
may be a physical reason for 
the poor record. 

Does the child squint, strain, 
rub-his eyes or complain that 
they hurt, water or itch? Does 
he hold his book very close to 
his face when he reads? Has 
it been some time since his 
last eye examination? He may 
have defective vision. He may 
not be able to read the tea- 
cher’s notes on the blackboard. 

Does he often ask you to 
repeat a question or state- 
ments? Does he sometimes 
miss, or seem to miss, a point 
made in a movie or on tele- 
vision by the spoken word? Does 
he turn his head to one side 
as he listens? He may have 
defective hearing. It might be 
as simple as impacted wax 
in the ears, which can be re- 
moved by your physician in a 
simple office procedure. Of 
course, the inattentive child 
may have no hearing problem at 
all. Children know we will 
repeat the question or instruc- 
tion, thus encouraging a habit 
of not listening. 

Has he had an infection, 
‘disease or accident whose ef- 
fects may be lingering on? 
Is there a possibility that poor 
nutrition may be holding him 
back? He may be eating con- 
siderable quantities of food and 
still be undernourished, if he 
eats improperly, or ifhis tastes 
in food are too limited. 

If your child is not per- 
forming properly in his school 
work, ask yourself whether it 
is time for an examination to de- 
termine whether his problems ~ 
are caused by a physical pro- 
blem that might be corrected.

Elba now owns a 5-2 re- 
cord after last week’s win over 
Troy, but the win proved to be 
a costly one for the Tigers 

‘*We could have three start 
ers out for this week's game,’ 
reported Elba Coach Mack 
Wood. ‘‘Larry Phillips has a 
badly bruised hip, James Smith 
has a bruised shoulder and Dan- 
ny Bedsole has a bad muscle 
pull in his shoulder.”’ 

Of the three injured players, 
the least likely to play Friday 
nignt is Phillips. ‘‘Larry went 
to the doctor Saturday morning,”’ 
said Wood, ‘‘and due to the lo- 
cation of his injury I would

will get to play." 

Turning to Ashford, Coach 
Wood stated, ‘It will be home- 
coming for Ashford, and they 
will be sky-high.”

The Zion Chapel Rebels 
evened their record at 3-3 last 
week by defeating the New 
Brockton Gamecocks 19-13, The 
Rebels, 0-10, last ‘year, have 
now won two straight games, 
and head coach Johnny Sanders 
feels the Rebels have finally 
‘arrived’. 

‘If we had played all our 
games like we did Friday night 
we’d be 6-0,’’ beamed Sanders. 
“I think our boys have come 
into their own. They know 
that if they play their best 
they can beat anybody. Yes 
sir, I think the Rebels have 
arrived!”’ 

‘‘We were ready to play,’’ 
added Sanders, ‘‘the kids were 
fired-up-and they played a sup- 
er game. It was another good 
team effort.’’ 

“‘Offensively,’’ reported San- 
ders, ‘‘we looked outstanding. 
The line was blocking real good, 
and the running backs did a fine 
job. We ran the ball every 
play but two, and we completed 
one of our-passes. Probably, 
the key to the win was the 
way we controlled the ball.

The Elba Tigers overcame 
four lost fumbles and a fired- 
up-band of Troy Trojans to cap- 
ture their fifth victory of the 
season last Friday night as 
they defeated their 3A rivals 
20-14 in Tiger Stadium. 

The win ups Elba’s record 
to 5-2, while the loss leaves 
Troy with a 2-5 slate. 

Troy received the opening 
kick and moved to one first 
down before being forced to 
punt. Elba put the ball in play 
at the Tiger 48-yard line and 
promptiy marcned in for a 
score! 

Senior tailback Larry 
Phillips gained nine yards on 
Elba’s initial play, and added a 
3-yard scamper following a 6- 
yard gain by Johnny Dyess. 
Tiger quarterback Ken Martin 
was hit for a 4-yard loss on 
the following play, leaving Elba 
with a third down and 11 sit- 
uation. However, Martin 
scrambled for 12 yards on the 
key third down play and Elba 
had a first down at the Troy 
27-yard line. Johnny Dyess 
was held to one-yard on the 
next play, but on second down, 
Dyess again got the call and 
responded with a 25-yard touch~- 
down run. Martin’s extra point 
attempt was blocked, giving 
Elba a 6-0 lead with 5:56 left 
in the first quarter. 


Troy was again forced to punt 
on their second possession, and 
Elba took over on their 31-yard 
line. The Tigers again began 
a drive twoard the Trojan goal, 
only to be stopped by a fumble 
at the Troy 29-yard line. 

The visiting Trojans’ offen- 
se suddenly came to life and 
marched 71 yards in 9 plays to 
take the lead at 7-6. Elba was 
penalized twice for a total of 20 
yards on the drive, but the key to 
the touchdown march was the 
running of the Troy backs. The 
score came on a l-yard burst 
by George Gilmore. Kenneth 
Carter added the extra point 
to give Troy a 7-6 lead with 
10-31 remaining in the half. 

Elba speedster Perry Fuller 
returned the ensuing kick tothe 
Tiger 38-yard line, and only 
for plays later Elba was back in 
front! Johnny Dyess gained 13 
and 1 yards onthe drive's initial 
two plays, and Ken Martin 
passed to Russ Wood for a 13- 
yard pickup on the third play. 
On the next play, Elba’s Larry 
Phillips took a pitch-out from 
Martin and raced down the 
sidelines for 35 yards and a 
touchdown. The two-point con- 
version failed, but Elba owned 


a 12-7 lead with 8:57 left in _ 


the second quarter. 

Troy wasn’t about to roll 
over, and stunned Elba by tak- 
ing the ensuing kick and driv- 
ing 67 yards in 17 plays to re- 
gain the leadat 14-12. Troy kept 
the ball on the ground for the 
drive’s initial 16 plays, but 
scored on a 7-yard touchdown 
pass from Mark Davis to 
Tommy Haisten. The extra 
point by Carter was again true, 
and with 1:41 left in the half, 
Troy led 14-12. 

Elba ran out the clock to 
end the half, but at intermis- 
sion the favored Tigers found 
themselves trailing 14-12. 

Elba received the second 
half kick, but held the ball for 
only one play before fumbling. 
Troy moved to a Ist down at 
the Elba 12-yard line,but the 
Tiger defense stiffened and took 
over on downs at the 8-yard 
line.

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The Tiger offense began a 
march toward the Trojan goal, 
but after moving to a first down 
at the Troy 25-yard line, 
fumblitis’’ again hit! Larry 
Phillips had the ball jarred 
loose following a %-yard run; 
and the Trojans took over on 
their 16-yard line. 

Troy's running game again 
got cranked up; and began what 
appeared to be a drive for the 
game winning score. Eight 
running plays moved the ball to 
the Tiger 27-yard line, and as 
the third quarter ended, Troy 
faced a third down and 4 at the 
27. Trojan fullback George 
Gilmore got the call on the 
next play, but fumbled. Elba’s 
Q. P. Carpenter scooped up the 
loose ball and raced untouched 
714 yards for a touchdown. Ken 
Martin ran in for the two-point 
conversion, and suddenly Elba 
was in the lead 20-14 with 11:42 
left in the game. 

The inspired Tiger defense 
stopped Troy on their next pos- 
session, and Elba book over on 
their own 14-yard line following 
the punt. Needing to run off 
some time on the clock, Elba 
kep the ball for 11 plays and 
6 minutes: 17 seconds before 
punting. 

Troy went to the airways in 
a desperate attempt to score, 
but Tiger defender Johnny 
Dyess intercepted a Trojan 
pass at the 29%-yard line to 
end the threat. 

The Tigers had thoughts of 
running out the clock, but 
fumbled the ball away, giving 
Troy a final chance to win. 
The Trojans quickly moved to 
a first down at the Elba 11- 
yard line, and the fans were on 
their feet as the final seconds 
ticked off the clock. 

Troy qb Mark Davis went 
back to pass on first down, but 
his pass was batted to the turf 
by Elba defensive end Gary 
Bradshaw. Mims ran for 4 
yards on second down, and on 
third down Davis dept to the 
Tiger 4-yard line. The game’s 
final play got off just before 
the horn, and Troy’s Davis 
passed into the endzone only 
to have it broken up by Elba 
standout Russ Wood. 

As the Tiger fans cheered 
wildly, the Elba players walked 
off the field with a hard-fought 
20-14 win.

McCollough Tuesday 


Marvin McCollough age 43, 
was killed Tuesday nigh! about 
7 p.m. He was struck tv * 
pick-up truck driven by Richard 
Brown, Jr., age 16, on Smith 
Avenue. McCollough was re- 
portedly walking into town from 
his mobile home at the ou - 
skirts of town. 

Brown told law officers he 
was returning tothe Elba School 
because he had forgotten his 
school books. He was still 
attired in his football practice 
uniform. 

Brown said he was passing 
a car and was traveling some- 
where in the neighborhood of 
40 miles an hour when all of a 
sudden there McCollough was on 
the side of the road. He said 
the cab of his Ford pick-up 
was bout even with the front 
of the car, and his efforts 
to miss the walking man were 
very limited. Damage to the 
truck indicates he would have 
missed McCollough, if he had 
been able to swerve an addi- 
tional foot to the right. 

The driver of the car, 
Mrs. Sylvia Hussey, told of- 
ficers that she saw McCollough 
just an instant before the ac- 
cident. She stopped and Brown 
told her someone had been hit 
and for her to notify the police 
and rescue squad, which she 
did immediately. 

Brown told officers he re- 
membered seeing McCollough 
turn and raise up his arm just 
as his immage came into the 
headlights, He was wearing 
dark clothing. 

Officers said that the area
